ARRANGEMENT OF CLAUSES. 



Preamble recites 8 & 9 Viet. c. 66. 

Interpretation of Terms ; Sect. 1 . 

Short Title ; 2. 

The President and Council of each College shall appoint not exceed- 
ing Three Medical Officers, who, with the Medical Officer of the 
Workhouse Hospital, may visit and prescribe for Patients therein ; 3. 

Boards of Guardians may permit Medical Students of the Queen’s 
Colleges in Belfast, Cork, and Galway to have Access to Work- 
house Hospitals ; 4. 

Students or Medical Officers may be suspended or excluded from 
Hospital in case of grave Misconduct or wilful Transgression of 
Rules ; 5. 

In Cases of Suspension or Exclusion Board of Guardians shall report 
to President or Vice-President of College and to Poor Law 
Commissioners ; 6. 

Medical Officers to give a Course or Courses of Clinical Lectures in 
each Year ; 7- 

Council to make Regulations for Students and Medical Officers 
appointed under this Act, subject to Approval of Poor Law 
Commissioners ; 8. 

Medical Officers may charge such Fees for Attendance at Hospitals 
as Lord Lieutenant shall direct and appoint ; 9. 

Dispensary Committees may admit Dispensary Patients to the Work- 
house Hospitals of Belfast, Cork, and Galway, if the Board of 
Guardians be willing to receive such Persons -10. 

Recited Act and this Act to be construed as One Act ; 11- 
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Extend tlie Provisions of an Act of the Eighth and 
Ninth Years of Her present Majesty, for enabling 
Her Majesty to endow new Colleges for the 
Advancement of Learning in Ireland. 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Eighth and Ninth Years 
of the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act 
“ to enable Her Majesty to endow new Colleges for the 
“ Advancement of Learning in Ireland,” and under the Provisions of 
5 the said Act Charters have been granted to Three Colleges (called 
respectively the Queen’s Colleges of Belfast, Cork, and Galway), the 
Professors of which are classed in certain Faculties, and amongst 
these there is a Faculty of Medicine, and a large Number of Students 
are in attendance upon the Lectures and Examinations in the several 
10 Branches of Medicine and Surgery delivered and conducted therein: 
And whereas Hospital Practice in connexion with and in the Vicinity 
of the said Colleges respectively is indispensable, for the complete 
Education of the Medical Students of the said Colleges, and for 
enabling them to obtain Degrees in Medicine or Diplomas in Surgery ;

tions, have Access to the Hospitals respectively established in con- 
nexion with the Workhouses in Belfast, Cork, and Galway: Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 5 
the same, as follows : 

I. In the Construction of this Act the Words “ Poor Law Com- 
missioners” shall mean the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland ; the Words “ Workhouse 
Hospital” shall mean any Hospital provided for the Relief of the 10 
sick and convalescent Poor in the Town of Belfast, the City of Cork, 

or the Town of Galway, supported in wholS of in part by the Poor 
Rates or otlier public Rates; the Words “Lord Lieutenant” shall 
include any other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland. 

II. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “The Queen’s 15 
Colleges (Ireland) Act, 1856.” 

III. The President and Council of each of the said Colleges shall 
once in every Year, subject to the Approval of the Poor Law Com- 
missioners, appoint any Number not exceeding Three fit Persons, 
being practising Physicians or Surgeons, and being Professors in the 20 
College by the Council of which such Appointment may be made, 

to be Medical Officers for the Purposes of this Act ; and such 
Medical Officers may, together with the ordinary Medical Officer of 
the Workhouse Hospital in the City or Town wherein such College 
is situated, visit and prescribe for the Patients contained in the 25 
Wards of such Hospital to which Medical Students shall have Access 
under the Provisions of this Act. 

IV. It shall be lawful for the Boards of Guardians of the Unions 
of Belfast, Cork, and Galway respectively to permit the Students of 
Medicine or Surgery of the Queen’s Colleges in the Town of Belfast 30 
the City of Cork, and the Town of Galway respectively, subject to 
such Rules as shall be prescribed by the Councils of the said Colleges 
respectively, and also subject to the Regulations for the Time being 

of the Union within which the said Hospitals shall be respectively 
situate, to have Access and Admission to the W ards in the said Hospitals, 35 
for the Purpose of receiving Clinical or other Instruction from the 
Medical Officers of the said Hospitals, and of pursuing the Course of 
Study in Medicine and Surgery which may be prescribed to such 
Students by the Regulations of the said Colleges respectively ; and 
such Students shall during the Period of such Attendance be subject 40 
to the Statutes, Rules, and Ordinances made or to be made for the 
Maintenance of Discipline in the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland. 

V. Pro- 
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V. Provided always, That in case of grave Misconduct or wilful 
Transgression of any of the Rules or Regulations of any such 
Hospital, or of Neglect of Duty, by any Student having Admission to 
such Hospital, or by any Medical Officer of such Hospital appointed 
5 under this Act, the Board of Guardians of the Union within which 
such Hospital is situate may, in their Discretion, suspend from the 
Discharge of his Duties, or exclude from such Hospital, the Person so 
offending, until the Decision of the Poor Law Commissioners on his 
Case be made known to such Board of Guardians.

10 VI. Ill every Case of Suspension or Exclusion as aforesaid the 
Board of Guardians shall without Delay report the same and the 
Reasons thereof to the Poor Law Commissioners, and also to the 
President or Vice-President of the College to which such Student 
shah belong, or by which such Medical Officer shall have been 
15 appointed ; and the President or Vice-President shall lay such Report 
before the Council ; and every Person so suspended or excluded, as 
the Case maybe, shall be restored or re-admitted to the said Hospital, 
if the Poor Law Commissioners, on a full Consideration of the Cir- 
cumstances, shall so direct, but not otherwise ; and no Student so 
20 excluded shall, whether he be or be not subsequently re-admitted, 
have by reason thereof any Right or Claim whatever to the Repay- 
ment of any Monies by him already paid by way of Fees, either to 
the said College or otherwise.

VII. The Medical Officers appointed under the Provisions of this Medical

Force and Effect as any Regulations -whatever already made or hereafter 
to. be made by the Council under the Powers granted to them by the 
said recited Act, or by their Charters respectively. 

IX. It shall be lawful for Medical Officers to charge such reasonable 
Fees for Attendance on the Practice of the Workhouse Hospitals, and 5 
on the Clinical Lectures, as the Lord Lieutenant shall, by Order 
under his Hand, direct and appoint. 

X. And whereas the Power of the Board of Guardians to admit 
Patients to the Workhouse Hospitals, other than those suffering under 
contagious Diseases, is limited by Law to the Admission of destitute 10 
Persons and their Families, and it is expedient that such Boards of 
Guardians shall be empowered to admit other Patients into such 
Hospitals : Be it enacted, That the Dispensary Committees of the 
Poor Law Unions respectively in the Town of Belfast, the City of 
Cork, and the Town of Galway may admit any Person being a 15 
Dispensary Patient to such Workhouse Hospitals respectively, if the 
Board of Guardians of such Poor Law Union are willing to receive 
such Persons. 

XI. The said recited Act and this Act shall be construed together 

as One Act. 20
